Regulations  Pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the 
“  Grasshopper-control  Act  ” 

1.  In  these  regulations: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Grasshopper-control  Act 

“  Committee  ”  means  the  Grasshopper-control 
Committee: 

“Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture: 

“Land-owner”  means  owner  and  “private 
owner  ”  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  mem¬ 
bers,  four  (4)  of  whom  shall  be  nominees  of  the 
petitioners  or  land-owners  and  one  nominated  by 
the  Minister. 

3.  The  Committee  shall  hold  office  from  the 
time  of  their  appointment  until  the  next  annual 
general  meeting  of  the  land-owners,  or  until  dis¬ 
solved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council. 

4.  Any  casual  vacancy  occurring  among  the 
members  of  the  Committee  nominated  by  the  peti¬ 
tioners  or  land-owners  may  be  filled  up  by  the 
Committee. 

5.  The  Committee  may  meet  together  for  the 
dispatch  of  business,  adjourn,  and  otherwise  regu¬ 
late  their  meetings  as  they  think  fit.  Questions 
arising  at  any  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second 
or  casting  vote.  Any  member  of  the  Committee 
may,  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  on  the  requisi¬ 
tion  of  a  member  shall,  at  any  time  summon  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee.  Three  (3)  members 
of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The 
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Committee  shall  appoint  from  among  their  mem¬ 
bers  a  Chairman  and  Secretary-Treasurer,  who 
shall  carry  out  the  ordinary  duties  of  such  offices. 

6.  All  payments  by  the  Committee  shall  be 
made  by  cheque  signed  by  the  Chairman  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Committee. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  have  complete  charge 
of  the  grasshopper-control  work  in  the  control  area 
for  which  it  is  appointed,  and  in  addition  to  its 
duties  as  laid  down  in  section  7  of  the  Act,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  estimate  the 
amount  of  material  to  be  used  and  the  cost  of 
carrying  out  the  control  work  within  its  control 
area  for  the  next  following  calendar  year,  and  to 
forward  such  estimates  to  the  Minister  by  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

8.  There  shall  be  an  annual  general  meeting  of 
the  land-owners  within  the  control  area  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year  for  the 
election  of  the  Committee  for  the  following  year, 
the  reading  of  reports  of  the  control  work  done 
during  the  year,  and  the  estimates  of  the  amount  of 
material  and  the  cost  of  the  work  to  be  done  the 
following  year,  and  any  other  business  that  may 
properly  be  brought  before  the  meeting.  The  time 
and  place  of  such  meeting  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Committee.  A  special  meeting  of  the  land-owners 
may  be  called  at  any  time  by  order  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee.  At  least  fifteen  (15)  days’  notice  shall  be 
given  for  all  general  meetings  of  the  land-owners. 
At  any  general  meeting  of  land-owners  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Committee  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the 
meeting,  and  if  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  is 
not  present  at  the  meeting,  the  land-owners  present 
shall  choose  some  one  of  their  number  to  be  chair¬ 
man.  The  chairman  of  the  meeting  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  and  shall  take  the  votes  of 
the  qualified  land-owners  only,  deciding  according 
to  the  majority  of  votes.  He  shall  himself  have 
but  one  vote,  and  that  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  if  present,  shall 
act  as  secretary  of  the  meeting,  otherwise  the 
qualified  land-owners  shall  elect  a  secretary  of  the 
meeting.  The  quorum  for  a  general  meeting  shall 
consist  of  five  (5)  land-owners  of  the  control  area. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  to  keep  minutes  of  each  meeting  of  the 
Committee  and  land-owners  in  any  control  area, 
and  the  minutes  of  each  of  such  meetings  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  meeting 
at  the  conclusion  thereof. 

10.  Every  land-owner  shall  have  only  one  vote 
at  a  general  meeting,  notwithstanding  he  may  be 
the  owner  or  private  owner  of  several  parcels  of 
land  in  the  control  area. 

11.  All  notices  for  general  meetings  of  land- 
owners  under  these  regulations  shall  be  sufficiently 
given  if  a  copy  of  the  notice  is  posted  at  each  post- 
office  serving  the  area  and  at  two  other  conspicu¬ 
ous  places  in  the  control  area  at  least  fifteen  (15) 
days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting,  and  by  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  notice  in  two  consecutive  issues  of  a 
newspaper  published  or  circulating  in  the  control 
area. 

12.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  alterations,  reductions,  or 
extensions  of  the  limits  of  a  control  area  may  be 
decided  upon  at  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
land-owners,  and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  dealing 
with  the  same  shall  be  forwarded  forthwith  by  the 
secretary  of  the  meeting  to  the  Minister.  The 
alteration,  reduction,  or  extension,  if  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  there¬ 
upon  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January  next 
following  the  meeting,  and  a  notice  stating  that  the 
limits  of  the  control  area  have  been  changed  and 
defining  the  new  limits  thereof  shall  be  published 
in  the  Gazette. 

13.  Reasonable  notice  that  poison-bait  material 
will  be  placed  upon  the  property  of  a  land-owner 
shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  land-owner  by  the 
Committee,  or  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  its 
behalf,  prior  to  the  placing  of  the  poison  on  the 
said  property. 

14.  The  Committee  shall  properly  instruct  its 
employees  in  the  proper  care  and  handling  of  the 
various  poison-bait  materials  which  may  be  used. 


15.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  em¬ 
ploy  such  workmen,  assistants,  and  servants  in  the 
carrying-out  of  their  duties  under  the  Act  as  they 
deem  necessary,  including  the  hire  of  suitable  con¬ 
veyances  for  distribution  of  poison-bait  materials. 

16.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  one  or  more 
foremen,  who  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  mixing  and 
distribution  of  the  poison-bait  materials,  storing  of 
same,  supervision  of  the  workmen  employed  by  the 
Committee;  such  foreman  or  foremen  to  be  re¬ 
sponsible  directly  to  the  Committee.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private

Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small -pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVi  inches.
